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A ‘new dawn’ as railway 
link talks open up again 


A RAIL link to Haverhill is 
back on the agenda. 

In a strategy document 
released last week to “keep 
Cambridgeshire moving,” a 
number of options to 
improve the transport links 
to Haverhill are considered. 

The document includes a 
motion to re-open the 
Haverhill to Cambridge 
railway line by 2050, or 
deliver a new line between 
the town and Addenbro oke’s 
hospital. 

Another option is the con¬ 
struction of a busway adja¬ 
cent to the A1307 or next to 
the old Haverhill to 
Cambridge train line. 

These developments were 
warmly welcomed by coun¬ 
cillors and campaigners 
who see the release of the 
document as an exciting, if 
long overdue, step. 

Newly-elected UKIP 
county councillor Tony 
Brown called the renewed 
push for the rail link “a new 
dawn” for the town. 

He added: “For too long 
we have been strangled by 
just having the A1307 as 
our only major link with 
the outside world; it isn’t 
good enough. 

“For our town to be taken 
seriously we need the rail¬ 
way now - otherwise we 
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will just be a backwater at 
the end of a badly congest¬ 
ed road from Cambridge.” 

The plans are being drawn 
up in response to the huge 
population growth in 
Cambridgeshire over 
recent years, with worries 
the county will grind to a 
halt if nothing is done. 

Malcolm Hill, chairman 
of the Cambridge to 
Colchester Rail Project, 
said the proposal showed a 
rail station in Haverhill 
should not be dismissed as 
a pipe dream - and he will 
now chair a meeting 
between councillors and 
businesses on fune 11 and 
attempt to capitalise on the 
latest announcement. 

The veteran campaigner 
issued a rallying cry to 
businesses and local 
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authorities to commit up to 
£50,000 for a feasibility 
plan. 

“There will be no progress 
until that feasibility plan is 
done,” he warned. 

“This development is 
absolutely welcome, it’s 
quite clear people want the 
railway. 

“We have been campaign¬ 
ing for many, many years 
and have got nowhere”. 

Supporters of a rail link, 
including town clerk Will 
Austin, argue a railway line 
would not only benefit pas¬ 
senger transport but also 
businesses in the town. 

A smaller feasibility plan 
done in 1999 concluded the 
project was “deliverable”. 

The document released 
last Friday, drawn up by 
seven local authorities in 
Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough, commits to 
enhancing transport corri¬ 
dors between Cambridge 
and its surrounding towns. 

LastweekStEdmundsbury 
Borough Council did not 
include a rail link in its 
plans for Haverhill because 
it does not consider it viable 
before 2031. 

Councillors will now have 
a chance to give feedback 
on the latest report before 
the plans are finalised.

Firefighter Ben 
relives Chilford 
Hall blaze call

“ALL I can remember as we 
pulled out of the station was see¬ 
ing it in the distance - flames 
and smoke firing up, high into 
the sky,” Ben Sams, one of the 
first firefighters at the scene of 
the devastating Chilford Hall 
fire, said. 

The 33-year-old father- of-three 
fought the fierce blaze, which 
destroyed the popular venue’s 
historical barns, for more than 
three hours before he was 
relieved of duty in fune last year. 

Ben, an on-call crew member 
based in Linton recalled the 
night in question. 

He said: “My pager went off 
and I was at the station within 
one minute. 

“It was the dead of night and as 
we were driving up to Chilford 
everyone went silent. 

“The closer we got, the bigger it 
became and the more the adren¬ 
alin pumped. The noise of the 
fire was ferocious.” 

Ben, formerly of Haverhill, now 
lives in Hollybush Way, Linton, 
with his wife Andrea and chil¬ 



dren Josh, 13, Francesca, 5, and 
Jacob, 2. 

But it is rare for him to deal 
with huge fires such as that 
which engulfed Chilford Hall, 
following an arson attack by dis¬ 
gruntled former venue employee 
Thomas Richardson and friend 
Mark Hall, both of Haverhill. 

Ben said: “Every incident is an 
emergency. I’ve attended animal 
rescues where horses have been 
stuck in rivers, people trapped in 
road traffic collisions and other 
jobs like chimney fires and

wheelie bin fires. 

The self-employed tiler added 
that working and living in a 
tight-knit community means 
there are times when he worries 
whether he knows the people 
involved. 

He explained: “I turned up at a 
road traffic collision and the 
woman who was trapped and 
badly injured was wearing the 
same Addenbrooke’s nurse’s 
uniform as my wife. My heart 
skipped a beat but then I remem¬ 
bered that she was at home.”

Family despair 
over discovery 
of drug needles 


A FATHER says the discovery of 
drug paraphernalia outside his 
flat is the ‘last straw’ in the fam¬ 
ily’s battle to be rehomed. 

Darren Townsend, 28, is furi¬ 
ous with lettings scheme Home- 
Link for not moving his family 
from their flat in Osire Place, 
Haverhill, after he complained 
that heroin needles were being 
left in the garden and alleyway. 

The 28-year-old lives with part¬ 
ner Sky Jordan, 22, who is 13 
weeks pregnant, and one-year- 
old son Keaton. 

The couple have been together 
for four years. 

Mr Townsend said the aban¬ 
doned drug tools were the last 
straw in an ongoing battle for the 
family, who are desperate to 
move to a new property. 

He said: “We have had so many 
problems and this is causing too 
much stress for my girlfriend.” 

Mr Townsend said he found the 
first needle in January in the 
alleyway behind the flat. 

He said: “A month after that we 
found one in the back garden 
and it was just when we had 
started taking our little baby out 
to play. 

“I wanted to make sure there 
was none around because it is an

area for families.” 

The family have been cam¬ 
paigning to move to a new flat 
for months because the upstairs 
location, which is accessed by a 
stairwell, is not suitable for 
Keaton’s pushchair. 

Housing provider Havebury 
Housing and lettings scheme 
Home-Link have told Mr 
Townsend they are unable to 
move the couple and their son 
from Osire Place due to a low 
number of available properties. 

The family say this is not good 
enough and that they have seen 
some properties which have 
been listed on Home-Link’s web¬ 
site since December. 

They have been in their current 
flat for two years. 

Mr Townsend said he used to

be an alcoholic and suffered 
from depression, but he had 
been sober for nine years. 

He said: “I have changed my 
life, but no one is helping me. 

“If you are on alcohol or drugs 
you get help but someone who is 
trying to do better doesn’t. 

“We have a nice family here 
and it is just bringing stress upon 
us.” 

Mr Townsend said that private 
rental seemed like the only 
option left for the family - but 
they can’t afford it. 

Karen Mayhew, chief executive 
at Havebury Housing 
Partnership, said “I am sorry to 
hear that Mr Townsend and Miss 
Jordan have not been successful 
in finding alternative accommo¬ 
dation so far. 

“Havebury is aware of their 
complaints and our neighbour¬ 
hood team has responded quick¬ 
ly to the issues raised and we will 
continue to work with the family 
and investigate any further com¬ 
plaints. 

“We are aware that Mr 
Townsend and Miss Jordan are 
registered with Home-Link to 
move to larger accommodation 
and we will provide advice to 
assist them as far as we are able.” 


Spate of van thefts continues into fourth week 


THEFTS from vans in Haverhill 
continue with three more being 
broken into overnight between 
Thursday, May 9, and Friday, May 
10 . 

This was the third week out of four 
that work vans had been broken into 
overnight between Thursday and 
Friday, bringing the number of vans 
targeted over the period to 13. 

The vans were parked in three 
different streets and power tools 
were taken from a van in Laurel 
Close, music equipment was stolen 


from a van in Cleves Road and a van 
was targeted in Seymour Drive - but 
nothing was missing after the thief 
was apparently disturbed. 

Some of the tools taken over 
recent weeks include saws, drills 
and self-levelling lasers. 

In one incident, £2,000 worth of 
tools were taken from a Ford Transit 
van. 

Insp Peter Ferrie, of Haverhill 
police, has vowed to increase patrols 
on Thursday nights until the police 
catch whoever is responsible. 


Police will also be doing more stop 
and searches. 

The inspector added: “We are 
doing all we can to reduce the van 
thefts. 

“Please remove all valuables from 
the front cabs and glove 
compartments of vans, and where 
possible removed any tools from the 
rear of the vehicle”. 

Police have also called on anyone 
with information why Thursday 
nights have been so prevalent for 
van thefts to contact them on 101.

change 

THE word “pedestrian” has 
reappeared in the Vision 
2031 document - albeit in a 
watered down version. 

The borough council had 
axed its commitment to work 
towards pedestrianisation of 
the High Street in its 
masterplan for the town’s 
development. 

But after being challenged 
by town councillors at a 
meeting on Friday, a new 
formula was agreed. 

The document now includes 
a commitment to: “enhance 
the High Street including the 
pedestrian environment”. 

Cllrs Maureehn Byrne and 
Anne Gower, part of the 
Haverhill Area Working Party, 
challenged planning policy 
director Ian Poole about the 
removal of the commitment. 

They pointed out recent 
surveys showed a sizeable 
majority of the town’s 
population were in favour of 
pedestrianising the High 
Street. 

Cllr Byrne said: “I can see 
[pedestrianisation] being lost 
if it’s not included in the 
document.” 

Mr Poole said the 
commitment was axed 
because planners felt it was 
not currently deliverable. 

Councillors agreed the 
change to the document and 
voted the document through. 

The next step is a public 
consultation starting June 
18.

U3A meeting: Optical Illusions by 
Colin Hopper 

‘Seeing is disbelieving’ proved to 
be an appropriate alternative title 
for the amazing display of optical 
illusions presented by magician 
Colin Hopper. 

He promised us ‘no tricks’ today, 
but did in fact show us one illusion 
which he has used in his perfor¬ 
mance as a member of the Magic 
Circle with two boxes fitting clev¬ 
erly one inside the other being 
mutually interchangeable, mind 
challenging and entertaining! 

Colin explained that the human 
brain will “fill-in” details when 
insufficient information is availa¬ 
ble, and will generate it’s own con¬ 
clusions when too much data is 
available, and this is exploited by 
stage magicians. 

He showed us, with a number of 
amusing drawings and photo¬ 
graphs, how two dimensional 
images which are merely blobs and 
lines of black on white are readily 
accepted as representing three 
dimensional objects some of which 
on further close examination 
could not possibly exist in the real 
world. 


Apparent movement of elements 
in some patterns was explained by 
the brain being confused by a lack 
of “secured” fixed points, leading 
to an interpretation that the ele¬ 
ments themselves must be mov¬ 
ing. Upside-down writing was a 
feature of times past and the hid¬ 
ing of graphic symbols in ancient 


art as brought memorably to light 
by a talented artist, John Langdon, 
in Dan Brown’s book, The Da Vinci 
Code. 

OP (deal) ART came into being in 
France in the 1930s, later being 
accepted worldwide as part of the 
more familiar POPART. Cohn’s 
talk was well received and his 


interpretation of the Eye/Brain 
functioning to explain his illu¬ 
sions, absolutely fascinating! 

The next meeting will be a talk by 
Debbie Morgan entitled Patient 
Choice at Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
at the Arts starting at 10.30am.

Man, 30, guilty of 
causing death by 
dangerous driving

A man has been convicted of causing 
the death of an “an uncomplicated and 
placid” motorcyclist in a head-on crash. 

Philip Graham, 30, of Quendon Place, 
in Haverhill was found guilty of causing 
death by dangerous driving by a jury at 
Ipswich Crown Court. 

Father-of-two Derek Foster, 37, of 
Saffron Walden, suffered fatal injuries in 
the crash, which happened on the B1054 
at 7.15am on July 4 last year. 

The prosecution said Graham had 
pulled out to overtake another car on the 
brow of a hill where he was unable to see 
oncoming traffic. 

Following the crash police discovered 
the speedometer of Graham’s Ford Fiesta 
was stuck at 55mph. 

The prosecution said if Mr Foster been 
driving his Honda CBR 125 motorcycle 
at a similar speed, it would have given 
the two men just two seconds to see each 
other. 

Mr Foster, ofWinstanley Road, Saffron 
Walden, had been travelling to work in 
Haverhill when the collision occurred. 

Graham, an employment consultant, 
claimed he had not been hurrying as he 
drove from his home in Haverhill to 
Audley End station to catch a train to 
work in London on the day of the colli¬ 
sion. 

Giving evidence, Graham told the jury 
how he had been travelling between 
Steeple Bumpstead and Hempstead on

the B1054 at about 50mph. 

He said: “I saw a vehicle in front and I 
was catching him. 

“At that point I was looking forward to 
see if there was a potential opportunity 
to overtake. 

“I was constantly looking round for any 
hazards or dangers.” 

He added that after checking his mir¬ 
rors he had edged out when on the brow 


of the hill: “Literally as I pulled out I saw 
a light coming towards me and I realised 
it was a vehicle coming towards me. 

“I applied the brakes as quickly as I 
could and tried to get out of the way. 

“There just wasn’t the time to move 
adequately to avoid a collision.” 

Graham told the court he attached no 
blame to Mr Foster for what happened 
and said he was “distraught” for what he 
had put Mr Foster’s family and friends 
through. 

Mr Foster could not be revived despite 
the efforts of other motorists at the 
scene. 

Judge John Devaux told Graham that 
he would continue to be granted bail 
until he is sentenced on June 3, but that 
all sentencing options would be open to 
the court. 

After the death last year, Mr Foster’s 
family paid tribute to him as “an uncom¬ 
plicated and placid man”. 

In a statement, they added: “He loved 
nothing more than spending time with 
his wife, Rachel, and two beautiful 
daughters, Hannah and Esme aged 8 
and 5 years. 

“He was loved by many for his calm¬ 
ness and laid-back approach to life - his 
loss is immense and he will be sorely 
missed”. 

Mr Foster had come to the area after 
joining the Army at Carver Barracks in 
Wimbish. 

He met his wife Rachel on a night out in 
Saffron Walden and when he resigned 
from the Army, he stayed in the area, 
working as a welder.

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When Lindsay Lapham was 
diagnosed with a brain tumour, 
she made a pledge: to battle 
back to health - and change her 
life for the better. She tells us 
her story 


LINDSAY Lapham starts sharing her story 
almost before we've sat down. It is 
impossible not to be infected by both her 
enthusiasm for life, and her serenely calm 
attitude. She talks of past trauma as if it 
were a less-than-perfect cup of tea. 

“I had 28 visits to my GP over four years,” 
she explains. “Dizziness, headaches, 
blurred vision, muscle weakness. They just 
thought, ‘Neurotic, bored housewife; join 
the queue’.” 

Lindsay’s experience of surviving brain 
surgery has been transformative. She 
exchanged her work, her home and her 
priorities. Today she buzzes with purpose. 

It was in 2005, just turned 40, that 


Lindsay started experiencing the 
distressing symptoms. With her doctor 
unable to provide any answers, she 
abandoned her new job, thinking the 
problem might be a gas leak from the office 
boiler. She became a freelance marketing 
consultant and cut down her hours. Still 
the symptoms continued, the headaches 
sometimes so bad that she had to spend 
days in a darkened room. 

“I was a fool not to march into the 
hospital and demand an MRI scan. But you 
just keep going, don’t you, with two 
children? 

“I came that close,” she holds up her 
thumb and forefinger, nearly touching. 


“Suppose I’d had a seizure driving them to 
swimming? That’s how many brain 
tumours are discovered: in the post¬ 
mortem.” 

Instead, she was diagnosed as having 
panic attacks, or an underactive thyroid; 
even prescribed cognitive behavioural 
therapy (CBT). 

Meanwhile the tumour was growing, to 
the size of an egg. When she did at last have 
a seizure, in December 2008, she still 
wasn’t offered a scan. After another partial 
seizure in April 2009, she asked her 
husband to accompany her to get her GP’s 
attention. 

“I think I’ve got a brain tumour,” she said.

Her doctor, she says, didn't agree, and only 
reluctantly referred her to a neurologist. In 
May 2009 she had a brain scan, and in June 
was told, starkly, “You’ve got a tumour and 
we need to get it out immediately.” 

“All I could think of was that we’d booked 
a family holiday in Turkey. And that I would 
miss my daughter's junior school leavers’ 
service in July. But,” she continues 
triumphantly, “I made it, with a massive 
bandage around my head. I thought, ‘I'm 
not going to miss this landmark in my 
daughter’s life!”’ 

Fortunately, until then the tumour had 
been growing into a fluid-filled cavity, 
where it hadn’t done much damage... yet. It 
would have done soon, though. 

The first operation, the biopsy, took place 
a week after that momentous conversation. 
They drilled a hole, Lindsay explains, 
feeling her scalp where the hole still is, 
about the size of a lOp coin. Then they took 
a sizeable sample, “to take the pressure 
off”, which was sent for analysis to discover 
whether the tumour was cancerous or 
benign. 

“Some instinct told me not to go on the 
internet,” she says. “From June until August 
I didn’t touch a computer. So I didn't know 
that my chance of it being benign was only 
one in 10.” The rest of her family wasn’t in 
communication blackout, however, so her 
husband and mother were terrified. “I was 
on everyone’s prayer lists. 

“We went to the Royal Free together, to 
see the surgeon. A visit, I suppose, to find 
out whether I would live or die... 

“It's just a job to him, of course. He simply 
said, ‘You’ll be pleased to know it’s benign, 
and your craniotomy is in August. We’ll 
take it out then’.” 

She felt resentment that she had to be in 
hospital - as well as a deep sense of 
injustice on behalf of her 13-year-old son 
Ben and 11-year-old daughter Lucy. And yet 
at the same time, she accepted that what 
would be, would be. 

In July, the family booked a manor house 
in Cornwall, with her mother and brother 
and his wife, and had, she says, “the best 
time ever. It was like the Caribbean: we 
lived on the beach. Though I had 
occasional terrible headaches and had to 
go home.” 

In August, back in the Royal Free, Lindsay 
had an eight-hour operation which 
removed most of the tumour. 

Significantly, while she was in hospital 


Lindsay made friends with two others 
recovering from brain surgery, Michelle 
and Patricia. The three of them made a 
pact: “If we survive, when we get out of 
here, we’ll change our lives. We’ll stop 
running about like idiots, we’ll change our 
jobs, work for charity and do some good in 
the world.” 

But then Lindsay got an infection in her 
brain fluid. Ironically, she was in far more 
danger from that than she ever had been 
from the tumour. She had three more 
operations, was in intensive care for 10 
days, and was eventually given the all-clear 
at the end of September. 

The family booked a Christmas holiday in 
Barbados. But two days before they were 
due to fly she had another blockage and 
was rushed back into hospital on 
December 30, 2009. 

Her friend Patricia never left the Royal 
Free. She died in December of that year. 
Michelle died in a hospice the following 
August, 2010. For Lindsay, however, “It 
wasn't my time. I survived.” 

In October 2009 she had started attending 
Headway in Hertfordshire, and by now all 
her friends were brain injury survivors. 

In 2010 she started volunteering for other 
charities, including the 2012 Olympics: she 
never mentioned her operations and didn’t 
want any allowance made for her. She was 
chosen as Gamesmaker for her favourite 
sport, swimming, and fulfilled every duty. 

And after that? “You can’t wait around,” 
Lindsay says. They had always wanted to 
live in Cambridge, and she had learnt that 
there might not be a tomorrow. So in 
September 2012 she and her husband left 
Hitchin and moved to Cambridge, initially 
renting. They now own a house in the city 
centre and hope to move into it soon. Ben 
is at sixth form college while Lucy 
commutes back to her old school. 

In Cambridge, Lindsay threw herself into 
more charitable work: Headway, a hospice, 
Jimmy’s homeless shelter. 

Late last year she entered the Vodafone 
World of Difference competition, and won 
four months’ funding for her latest idea on 
behalf of Headway: a pop-up shop, 
recycling evening gowns, cocktail frocks 
and other accessories in time for May 
Week. It opened last week in a bus on St 
Andrew's Street - called the Bus Shop. The 
bus will be open for more donations, with 
top professionals providing their services 
for the charity.

THE internationally acclaimed 
Moscow State Symphony Orchestra 
visits Cambridge Corn Exchange 
tomorrow (Friday) for the final 
concert in this year’s hugely 
successful Cambridge News- 
backed Classical Concert Series, 
writes Andrew Burton. 

All of the performers in the 
2012/13 series have played to 
packed houses and the Moscow 
State Symphony Orchestra show 
no sign of bucking this trend. 

The evening opens with excerpts 
from Rimsky-Korsakov's exotic 
Tsar Sultan Suite. Based on a 
poem by Pushkin, it takes us on 
a fantastical journey into the 
fairytale world the composer 
returned to again and again 
- think of his famous Flight of 
the Bumblebee in which Prince 
Guidon is magically transformed 
into a bumblebee so he can fly 
back to his father the Tsar, which 


must rank among the most 
memorable and best loved pieces 
of classical music ever written. 

One of the most accomplished 
pianists to emerge from Russia 
in recent years, soloist Tatiana 
Kolesova, pictured left, gives 
a bravura performance of 
Tchaikovsky's magnificent Piano 
Concerto No 1. Born in Moscow 
in 1985 and a graduate of 
Moscow Conservatory, Tatiana 
soon became the laureate 
of major international piano 
competitions. She is also a 
laureate of the Russian President 
Prize (1997) and was awarded a 
scholarship of the Order of the 
Legion of Honour (France), so it 
is a rare privilege to hear an artist 
of such international standing 
perform. 

In the second half, the orchestra, 
under the assured conductorship 
of Pavel Kogan, brings 


Tcahikovsky's great Symphony No 
6 ('Pathetique') brilliantly to life. 
Regarded as the composer's swan 
song composition, the symphony 
ranges across a massive emotional 
landscape - from its slow, 
ominous opening to passages of 
turbulent passion at its climax. 

Cases of cholera were rife in 
St Petersburg in 1893 when 
Tchaikovsky conducted the 
premiere of Symphony No 6. 

Five days after conducting this 
concert, he made the fatal error 
of drinking a glass of unboiled 
water and died four days later at 
the height of his creative powers 
aged only 53.

The Great Gatsby 3D 
(I2A, 143 mins) 

IN 1992, visionary Australian 
theatre director Baz Luhrmann 
made a seamless transition 
to the big screen with his 
swoonsomely romantic fable, 
Strictly Ballroom , starring Paul 
Mercurio and Tara Morice. 

The feel-good debut, the 
first part of Luhrmann's so- 
called Red Curtain trilogy, 
garnered numerous awards 
including three Baftas. His 
imaginative version of Romeo 
+ Juliet with Leonardo 
DiCaprio and Claire Danes 
proved that Shakespeare 
can be sexy and relevant 
to modern audiences and 
then in 2002, his visually 
dazzling musical Moulin 
Rouge! snagged eight Oscar 
nominations including Best 
Picture and a Best Actress 


nod for Nicole Kidman. 
Unbelievably, Luhrmann was 
snubbed for Best Director, 
which inspired host Whoopi 
Goldberg to quip, "I guess 
Moulin Rouge! just directed 
itself." 

He reunited with Kidman 
for Australia, an overlong 
love story co-starring Hugh 
Jackman, and now he 
gravitates back to leading 
man DiCaprio for The Great 
Gatsby, his first foray into 
the fashionable 3D format 
which claims the honour of 
opening this year's Cannes 
Film Festival on May 15. 
Luhrmann is the first film¬ 
maker in almost 40 years to 
commit F Scott Fitzgerald's

SO, what are we going to learn from this year’s 
internationally-acclaimed horticultural show? 

While sustainability may be the watchword 
of this year's RHS Chelsea Flower Show, with 
emphasis on biodiversity, wild planting areas and 
inviting eco-systems, so many of the designs simply 
wouldn't be feasible in our own 
gardens. 

So, eminent designers 
ranging from Tom Stuart-Smith 
to Jekka McVicar are offering 
advice to gardeners based on 
their own experiences in a 
new centenary edition of Take 
Chelsea Home by Chris Young, 
which looks at how gardeners 
can adopt similar techniques to 
create beautiful spaces in their 
own residential plots. 

Here's a few tips from the 
award-winners: 

■ Organic herb grower Jekka McVicar, who has 
won 14 gold medals at Chelsea, on planting a 

summer salad crop container: "Salad 
rocket, dill and mustard are all great 
salad herbs that can be easily raised 
from seed and grown in a container. 

"The trick is to choose a planter 
large enough to grow a crop for 


cutting; an ideal size is 23cm (9in) wide by 18cm 
(7in) high, or 5 litres/1 gallon, or larger. Fill with 
compost and water well, then sow the seeds and 
cover lightly with more compost. 

"Set the container in a sheltered warm spot 
that is shaded from the midday sun. Once you 
start cutting your salad, feed 
the plants every week with a 
balanced liquid fertiliser." 

Landscape designer Tom 
Stuart-Smith, who has eight 
Chelsea golds under his belt, 
on layered planting: "The idea 
behind 
layered 
planting in 
the garden is 
to repeat the 
ecological 
patterns 
inherent in 
complex plant communities. 

"In an oak woodland, for example, there are 
various different levels: an upper canopy, often a 
middle canopy of medium-sized trees and saplings; 
a shrub layer, a herb layer, and then bulbs and 
corms at the bottom. 

"By adapting this natural pattern to a garden, 
it is possible to have different layers flowering

at different times, usually with the lower layers 
flowering first." 

■ Professor Nigel Dunnett, three-time Silver-Gilt 
winner and designer of this year's Royal Bank of 
Canada Blue Water Roof Garden and one of the 
principal planting consultants for the London 
Olympic Park, on green roofs: "Garden sheds, 
porches, summerhouses, balconies, garages 
and small extensions all offer great potential for 
planting green roofs. 

"The most important consideration for such a 
roof is how much weight the chosen building will 
support. It must comfortably take the weight of a 
person if it is to be strong enough to have a green 


roof planted on it. 

"You can create a simple green roof by securing 
a pre-grown mat of sedums over a pond liner 
on the roof surface, but it is referable to plant 
individually into a generous layer of free-draining 
soil or potting compost on the roof. Many typical 
alpines such as dianthus and thyme are excellent 
for green roofs, as are low-growing species tulips."

Paffett: My fourth 
place was ‘okay’ 


GARY Paffett endured a tough opening 
round of the new DTM season in 
Hockenheim, with the Haverhill driver 
narrowly missing out on a place on the 
podium.

Paffett, champion in 
2005, then had to fend off 
a strong challenge from 
last year’s winner Bruno 
Spengler. 

Paffett (pictured) success¬ 
fully held on to his position, 
but only just. 

He came home three seconds 


behind Vietoris and just over half a sec¬ 
ond ahead of Spengler. 

“Christian had the better tyres and the 
better strategy towards the end, so con¬ 
gratulations to him on his first DTM 
podium,” added Paffett. 

“The two different tyre com¬ 
pounds and the use of DRS made 
for an exciting race. Fourth 
place is okay but I know I was 
capable of a better result.” 

BMW driver Augusto 
Farfus won the race, ahead 
of Dirk Werner, also in a 
BMW, and leads the driv¬ 
ers’ standings with 25 
points. 

Paffett is in fourth place 
with 12 points but he will 
look to turn the tables on his 
rivals on home soil when the 
championship comes to Brands 
Hatch this weekend.
